In reference to Russ* letter of 2 and 7 January, regarding our 
System 3 antenna design, Burt has called us and agreed to do the wor . 
He said it would take about one manweek engineering and four manweeks 
technician time. Please authorize him t y progeed. 
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Dear George: 


We have arrived at an antenna design for our System 3 as installed 
in our four special articles. It consists of using the top portion of 
the rear fin as the principal receptor. This requires Kelly to cut a 
semicircular hole approximately eight inches in diameter through the 
skin on both sides and fill in the area "with a non-conducting material. 
From the rear of the hole to the trailing edge of the fin he must also 
insulate the top portion of the fin from the bottom. This essenti ally 
makes a scimitar antenna. The other requirement is a properly matched 
lead from, antenna to receiver#
